A projector includes a housing, a light 
source, a color wheel, an image modulator, and a 
scalar. The color wheel separates the light from 
the light source into color lights. The image 
modulator modulates the color light from the 
color wheel. The control circuit connected to the 
image modulator makes the image modulator and the 
color wheel operation synchronously. The scalar
